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Boothroyd 
in call for 
Syrians to 
be helped 

FORMER Commons 

speaker Baroness Booth¬ 
royd has called for the cre¬ 
ation of a humanitarian aid 
corridor in Syria to get help 
to the needy. 

At question time in the 
Lords, Lady Boothroyd, a 
former West Bromwich MF) 
said such a corridor would 
ensure the delivery of ‘life¬ 
saving medical aid’ and help 
bring the severely wounded 
to safety 

She said ‘safe passages’ 
had been created in other 
conflict zones, adding: “If 
chemical weapons inspec¬ 
tors can be given protection, 
surely protection is possible 
for humanitarian aid.” 

Lady Boothroyd, an inde¬ 
pendent crossbench peer, 
urged ministers to work 
with the international com¬ 
munity to create a humani¬ 
tarian aid corridor. 

But Baroness Northover, 
spokeswoman for the 
Department for Interna¬ 
tional Development, said no 
request for a temporarily 
demilitarised zone had been 
received from humanitarian 
aid agencies. 

“I have a great deal of 
sympathy for what you’ve 
said,” she told Lady 
Boothroyd. “It’s obviously 
extremely appealing. The 
problem is that the situation 
in Syria is immensely comp¬ 
lex. In order for humanitar¬ 
ian corridors to be created, 
all groups in the relevant 
area need to buy in.”

ILLEGAL TYRES ALERT 
AFTER SHOCK STUDY 


Report by Simon Stone 


VIRTUALLY half of the part-worn tyres bought in Sandwell 
by trading standards officers in a random check were 
found to be illegal and potentially dangerous, a shock 
survey revealed. 

It has now led to drivers being warned to be extra careful when buying 
part-worn tyres, with the advice that people should always check that the 
tyres they are buying are properly marked. 

A survey of 15 tyres bought at 
random from suppliers in the borough 
revealed seven were considered dan¬ 
gerous by an independent expert. 

The check was to make sure dealers were 
complying with the law. Regulations state 
that part-worn tyres need to be clearly 
marked as being ‘part-worn’, bear certain 
other markings, be free of major defects and 
still have at least 2mm of tread depth 
remaining. 

Cabinet member for trading standards 
Councillor Paul Moore said: “We ran this 
project to establish whether our local part- 
worn tyre suppliers were aware of their obli¬ 
gations and were only supplying products 
that comply with safety legislation.” 

Tyres from 15 different traders were 
inspected as part of the project and of those 
seven were deemed dangerous by an experi¬ 
enced tyre expert. None of the tyres tested 
complied with legislation requiring them to 
be clearly marked as ‘part-worn’. 

Prosecution 

Councillor Moore added: “Consumers 
need to be confident that the tyres they are 
buying are suitable and safe. 

“It is a criminal offence for traders to 
supply tyres that do not conform to the reg¬ 
ulations and any trader found doing so in 
Sandwell will face the appropriate action 
which may include prosecution. 

“In the current uncertain economic 
climate, consumers may be looking to buy 
part worn tyres as a way of cutting costs. 

“But dangerous tyres are potentially 
putting drivers, passengers and other road 
users at serious risk of harm.” 

A decision has still to be reached over 
whether to prosecute any of the traders in 
the test survey. The maximum penalty for 
selling dangerous tyres is a £5,000 fine, 
and/or six months imprisonment. In addi¬ 
tion, the illegal tyres could be seized and 
destroyed. Customers wishing to report a

Shake-up may 
see free meals 
for pensioners 

A DECISION on whether free meals on 
wheels will be delivered to Sandwell pension¬ 
ers will be made in the new year. Council 
chiefs are drawing up plans to benefit around 
100 elderly people as part of the shake-up. 

It is also proposed to expand the service, 
which would cost the council £200,000 a 
year, and it would allow residents the oppor¬ 
tunity to pay for meals to be delivered to 
family members. Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper has said the move will help 
ease financial pressures on older people in 
the borough. 

He said at present the authority is looking 
at whether the proposals are affordable and 
as the council works through its detailed 
budget he hopes to make a final decision on 
whether the service can be offered. 

Councillor Cooper said: “We have looked 
at it, we haven’t concluded that we are going 
to do it, it is going to cost £200,000 to do it, 
but that is against the backdrop of the 
massive cuts. I don’t want to put something 
in place only to have to withdraw it because 
we cannot afford it. 

“What we are looking at is the long term 
whether it is feasible for us to do it. We will 
be working towards setting the budget 
towards the end of January/February for the 
next financial year so I will be able to make 
an announcement on that then. ” 

Around 100 people in the borough receive 
meals on wheels which are prepared in- 
house by the council, at a cost of around £6 
per meal.

Dog death 
pair given 
pets ban 

UNDERFED French 
mastiff dog Zena had to be 
taken away by RSPCA 
inspectors who desperately 
tried to save her life. 

But despite their best eff¬ 
orts and regular meals that 
saw her gain 81bs in less 
than a week, she died from a 
heart condition. Now, the 
couple who should have 
been looking after her have 
been banned from keeping 
pets for the next five years. 

David and Diane Jones 
were visited by an RSPCA 
inspector on February 22 at 
his home in Penncricket 
Lane, Oldbury, about the 
condition of his tan 10-year- 
old dog, Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. 

Mr Jones pleaded guilty to 
causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to a protected animal, 
and other charges to do with 
its welfare. Mrs Jones 
pleaded guilty to one charge 
of causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to an animal. 

He handed Mr Jones a 
three-month suspended sen¬ 
tence, 150 hours’ unpaid 
work and ordered he pay 
costs of £1,025 to the RSPCA 
as well as an £80 victim sur¬ 
charge. Mrs Jones was given 
a four-month suspended 
sentence, 150 hours’ unpaid 
work and also ordered to pay 
her half of the RSPCA costs 
as well as an £80 victim sur¬ 
charge. 


The move follows cash- 
strapped councils who fund 
being forced to make cuts of 
their own. 

Centro is now launching a 
consultation on the propos¬ 
als, which also include 
cutting the budget of the 
door-to-door Ring and Ride 
service used by pensioners 
and disabled people. 

Options being looked at to 
save money include - chil¬ 
dren paying two thirds of the 
adult fare on buses instead 
of half; removing free local 
rail and tram travel for eligi¬ 
ble people or introducing an 
annual charge of around 
£30; reducing the grant to 
Ring and Ride; reducing the 
number of taxpayer funded 
bus services. 

The move would not affect 
free bus travel for pension¬ 
ers and the disabled between 
9.30am and 11pm, which 
Centro is obliged by the Gov¬ 
ernment to fund. 

However it has previously 
found the funding to extend 
this service in the West Mid¬ 
lands to trains and the 
Midland Metro trams. 

The leaders of the seven 
West Midlands district coun¬ 
cils that fund Centro, includ¬ 
ing Sandwell, have asked 
Centro to consult on ways to 
cut 10 per cent from its 
budget. It must find £14 
million of savings over the 
next two years. 

Councillors will meet next 
Monday to consider the 
options and vote on launch¬ 
ing a consultation. 

Centro chairman Council¬ 
lor John McNicholas said: 
“These are difficult options. 
That’s why it’s so important 
for people to tell us through 
the forthcoming consulta¬ 
tion where they think we 
should make the savings.”

Jail term 
on hold 
for drugs 

A MAN who started cann¬ 
abis dealing after developing 
a ‘heavy’ habit for the con¬ 
trolled drug was spared an 
immediate jail term. 

Ryan Botfield, aged 23, of 
Beverley Road, Stone Cross, 
West Bromwich, lost his job 
and struggled to pay for the 
drug, and that is when he 
started dealing, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, de¬ 
fending, told the court he 
approached his own dealer 
who told him he would con¬ 
tinue providing cannabis on 
condition he sold drugs. He 
stressed that Botfield had 
only been dealing for about 
three months. 

Botfield admitted possess¬ 
ing cannabis and possessing 
the drug with intent to 
supply. Mr Mark Phillips 
prosecuting said police raid¬ 
ed Botfield’s home finding 
£830 worth of cannabis. 

Botfield was given a 12- 
month jail term suspended 
for 18 months and placed on 
supervision for a year.

Heart attack 
led to death 

A MAN died after suffering a 
heart attack at his home, an 
inquest heard. 

Christopher Edward 
Handley, aged 74, was 
rushed to New Cross Hospi¬ 
tal after collapsing at his 
house in Willenhall on May 
31. An inquest at Smethwick 
Council House heard doct¬ 
ors were unable to deter¬ 
mine the cause of death. 

A post mortem examina¬ 
tion revealed Mr Handley 
had an enlarged heart and 
that the likely cause of death 
was congestive cardiac 
arrest. Black Country Se¬ 
nior Coroner Robin Balmain 
concluded Mr Handley died 
of natural causes.

The Public record of highs 
and lows in turbulent years 


IT STARTED as a twinkle in the 
eye of a community arts leader, 
with its creators hailing it as a 
‘dynamic new cultural centre’ for 
the Black Country. 

But, 19 years after the idea was first 
born, The Public has come to a contro¬ 
versial end befitting its turbulent 
history. 

The stand-out pink and black building 
has stood as one of the region’s oddest land¬ 
marks since it opened in 2008. But as 
workers, community groups, artists and 
musicians marked its final hours on Satur¬ 
day, there is anger at its demise from those 
who were involved from the beginning. 

The ill-fated attraction was the brain¬ 
child of Sylvia King, who told how she had 
been made a ‘scapegoat’ over its demise. 

Mrs King, who led the project until she 
was sacked as chief executive in 2006 after 
it went into administration, said she was 
‘watching the jewel in the crown of West 
Bromwich being destroyed in absolute igno¬ 
rance and without any proper debate’. 

Spiralled 

And architect Will Alsop, who once 
described The Public as a ‘box of delights’, 
said the closure ‘makes no sense’ and 
accused council chiefs of being ‘vindictive’. 

The saga began in 1994 when Mrs King 
arranged for the first feasibility study into 
a digital arts centre to be carried out. It was 
initially to be called c/PLEX, cost £38.8 
million and transform arts provision in the 
West Midlands. But it hit a catalogue of set¬ 
backs, first hitting problems when the 
company charged with delivering award¬ 
winning architect Mr Alsop’s plans went 
into receivership. The Public then went 
into administration in 2006, having gone 
millions of pounds over budget. 

By the time it opened in June 2008 at a 
cost of £72 million, the building had gone 
through major design changes, costs had 
spiralled out of control and the centre was 
being panned by critics as a colossal waste 
of money. 

Mrs King, who lives in Wednesbury, said 
what is happening ‘is not democratic’. 

“There has been no options appraisal 
about this, no risk assessment, no costs to 
benefits analysis. I was in there the other 
day and there were Japanese tourists in the 
building - in West Bromwich - you won’t 
get that from having a college there.”

Mrs King conceded: “There were too 
many cooks - agencies vied against one 
another and it caused delays.” 

It was back in 2001 that funding of 
£38.3m for the project was committed by the 
Government Office for the West Midlands, 
the European Regional Development Fund, 
Sandwell Council, Arts Council England 
through the National Lottery, the New Deal 
for Communities Fund and Advantage West 
Midlands (AWM). 

Construction work then began. Architect 
Will Alsop designed the controversial black 
and pink four storey building. 

But disaster first struck when architects 
Alsops Ltd went into administrative 
receivership in 2004. By November 2004 
costs had increased and a new architect, 
Flannery & de la Pole, had been employed to 
complete Alsop’s design. In July 2005 the 
funders conditionally committed the cash to 
complete the building. 

Between October and December 2005 
The Public breached its grant conditions 
and it was revealed costs quoted in reports 
had been understated by at least £lm. In

January 2006 Sandwell Council invited The 
Public to present ‘Invest to Save’ options for 
borrowing but received no response. 

The Public then had to ask funders for an 
extra £2m. At this point the funding bodies 
were told by The Public Board that The 
Public Ltd and The Public Building Ltd - 
charged with delivering the development - 
they did not consider they were capable of 
delivering the project within the cost. 

In March 2006 the Public Board acted on 
legal advice and registered for insolvency for 
both The Public and The Public Building 
Ltd. PriceWaterhouseCoopers (PWC) were 
appointed as administrators. In December 
the same year a new company, The Public 
Gallery Ltd, was established to deliver the 
‘artistic and cultural elements’ of the 
centre. But by June 2007 the cost plan had 
to be updated again and additional funding 
was agreed of £2.8m. 

In June 2008 the gallery opened for the 
weekend only. The following month 
Sandwell Council backed plans to give 
another £3m to fund completion costs of 
building work, taking the total to £57m.

By September 2008 the cost of the build¬ 
ing had risen to £61.7m. A further £1.5m 
was given to the project by the council just 
before Christmas, taking the bill to £63.2m. 
The art gallery was still struggling to get the 
interactive hi-tech exhibits working. 

In February 2009, it appeared problems 
had reached a head when it was announced 
The Public Gallery Limited would be liqui¬ 
dated. Sandwell Council was then forced to 
take on the whole project. 

The Arts Council, the project’s biggest 
funder, washed its hands of The Public at 
the same time, offering a payment of £3 
million if the council could submit a suitable 
business plan. 

This was accepted in July 2009 when the 
newly-created Sandwell Arts Trust took 
over. Then the gallery finally opened its 
doors, free of charge, on August bank ho¬ 
liday weekend 2009. Auditors reports said 
the cost of creation ran up to £72m. 
Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper has 
underlined that the deal with Sandwell 
College would save taxpayers £37m over the 
course of the proposed 25-year lease.

Group backs move to revamp listed pub 


PROPOSALS to start the refur¬ 
bishment of a landmark 
Sandwell pub have been wel¬ 
comed by the Victorian Society - 
which had named it among the 
top 10 most endangered build¬ 
ings in England and Wales. 

Developers want to bring the 
Grade Il-listed Waterloo Hotel in 
Smethwick back to its former 
glory. 

A first planning planning applica¬ 


tion has been submitted to Sandwell 
Council to partly change the use of 
the existing Waterloo Hotel into six 
self-contained apartments at the 
first and second floors with the addi¬ 
tion of a porch. 

There will be a second phase of 
restoration in the future, planning 
documents add. 

Tim Bridges, from The Victorian 
Society, said he hoped that the 
scheme would soon be coupled by 
reopening the ‘spectacular tiled 


basement’ of the old steak restau¬ 
rant. He said: “The Grade Il-listed 
Waterloo Hotel is one of the most 
important buildings in the West 
Midlands. 

“The Victorian Society has been 
extremely concerned about its 
future and last year it featured on 
the society’s top 10 threatened 
buildings in the country. 

“We hope that it will also soon be 
possible to conserve and reopen the 
ground floor rooms and basement 


with their spectacular tiled decora¬ 
tion.” 

The Edwardian pub, based on 
Shireland Road, Cape Hill, went 
under the hammer at CPBigwood’s 
auction at Villa Park in November 
last year and sold for £150,000 - 
three times what it was expected to 
fetch. 

The sale came weeks after English 
Heritage named the landmark pub 
as one of the most endangered build¬ 
ings in the country.

RESIDENTS in tower blocks are 
being given fire safety awareness 
training under a new campaign fol¬ 
lowing a blaze which led to four 
people being taken to hospital and a 
fifth person being treated at the 
scene. 

Sandwell Council is joining forces with 
West Midlands Fire Service and Riverside 
Housing to raise fire safety awareness 
during the campaign, among tenants and 
leaseholders who live in the borough’s 55 
high-rise blocks. 

The scheme has been running all this week. It 
comes after firefighters were called to the fourth 
floor of the Camberley flats in Beacon View 
Road, West Bromwich, at 8.35pm on Thursday, 
November 8, prompting the evacuation of the 
floor. Police said it was being investigated as an 
arson attack. 

Around 3,000 residents - including those who 
live in high-rise properties managed by River¬ 
side Housing under a Private Finance Initia¬ 
tive - will receive a copy of the leaflet Fire Safety 
For Your High-rise Flat, packed full of advice. 

Measures 

The booklet produced in conjunction with 
West Midlands Fire Service has three key 
themes: prevent, prepare and respond. 

Firefighters have listed preventative meas¬ 
ures including: taking care when cooking, 
switching off electrical appliances where possi¬ 
ble, not keeping flammables in homes, keeping 
doors closed to prevent the spread of fire and 
smoke, keeping hallways clear of rubbish and 
extinguishing candles and cigarettes properly. 

Other potentially life-saving advice urges 
them to test their smoke alarms on a weekly 
basis and report fire hazards to the council 
immediately so that they can be addressed. 

Residents are also urged to prepare them¬ 
selves in case there is a fire in their block and to 
know where their window and door keys are. 

They are also encouraged to learn the escape 
route they would follow in the case of an emer¬ 
gency. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s jobs and 
economy chief, said: “As the borough’s largest 
landlord, we want to ensure that all our tenants 
and leaseholders who live in high-rise blocks are 
as safe as they possibly can be from the dangers 
of smoke and fire. It’s extremely important that 
you know what to do if there is a fire in your 
block and how you can keep yourself, your 
family and neighbours safe.” 

The council has already trained 130 housing 
officers, who have so far carried out more than 
700 home fire safety checks. 


A FORMER postwoman who helped keep people 
in touch with each other during the Second World 
War has reached her 100th birthday. 

Marjorie Stove celebrated the milestone with 
friends and family from as far afield as County 
Durham at her care home in the Black Country. 

She was born in Milcote Road, Bearwood, on 
November 12, 1913 to Arthur and Ada Hunt and 
was the second of three sisters. She attended 
Bearwood School in Bearwood Road and went on 
to work at Worlds End dress makers in Beeches 
Road until the start of the Second World War. 

During this time she met her first love, sailor 
Jack Osborne-Bray. But he died in 1940 on an air¬ 
craft carrier that was bombed on the way to 
Malta. Her younger sister Joan French, aged 89, 
said: “She was very upset at the time and she still 


has a photo of him.” During the war she went to 
work at the post office in Birmingham and while 
there met her husband George who had come to 
work at a factory in the city after moving from 
County Durham. The two quickly fell in love and 
they were married on November 17, 1948. 

Soon after she went to live with George in 
County Durham to look after his family and ended 
up spending 17 years living there. 

However the couple eventually moved back to 
Bearwood, where they lived until George’s death 
in 1982. Mrs Stove then moved to several differ¬ 
ent flats in Bearwood before eventually moving to 
Beechcroft Care Home in Salop Road, where she 
still enjoys reading and socialising with friends. 

Mrs French added: “She is a very loving person 
and loves the family. She is still very fit and well.”

Membrane work nears end to boost wildlife 




The Rattlechain Lagoon site in Tividale 


WORK is drawing to a close on a major oper¬ 
ation to install a special membrane at a con¬ 
taminated Black Country pool blamed for 
the deaths of dozens of birds. 

The geotextile sheet is being laid on the 
bottom of Rattlechain Lagoon, in Tividale, to 
protect the lake from white phosphorus, 
which the birds are believed to be ingesting. 
More than 80 birds have died at the site. 

Chemical company Rhodia UK Ltd, which 
owns the site, has carried out a programme 
of environmental improvements and work is 
due to be complete by the end of the month. 

The lagoon, in John’s Lane, has been a 
waste disposal site for more than 60 years, 


but has not been actively used since 2006 and 
will not accept any further waste. 

Rhodia, which took ownership of it in 
2000, has been working on a solution to cover 
the waste contained in the sediments at the 
bottom of the lagoon to help prevent birds 
ingesting them as they feed. 

The geo textile sheet is covered with a layer 
of sand to further isolate the waste contained 
in the sediments at the bottom of the lagoon 
and help protect visiting wildlife. The major 
part of the work is now complete, with 
bushes and shrubs now being planted. 

The lagoon will now be surveyed to check 
that the sheet remains in place - first in six 


months and then annually for the next five 
years. Bosses of the site now hope that it will 
not be long before the lagoon attracts birds 
and other wildlife. John Moorhouse, site 
redevelopment manager at Rhodia, said: 
“This has been a significant project and we 
would like to express our gratitude to our 
neighbours who have seen a lot more activity 
on site than they have become used to in pre¬ 
vious years. 

“We’d also like to thank the RSPCA, 
Natural England, the Canal and River Trust 
and the Environment Agency, from whom we 
have sought support and guidance during 
the project.” 


Dishonest benefits claim 
by woman neared £12,000 


A WOMAN dishonestly claimed more than 
£11,800 after failing to declare a pension she 
was already earning. 

On two occasions in 2007 Elsie Sheehy, from Broad 
Street in Langley, Oldbury, filled out an application 
form for pension credit. 

However, on both occa¬ 
sions she failed to declare 
more than £200 per month 
she was getting from her ex- 
husband’s occupational 
pension. 

During her trial at 
Sandwell Magistrates Court 
it emerged that over the 
duration of the period she 
received her pension credit, 
the total overpayment 
reached £11,856.92. 

Sheehy, aged 66, claimed 
she had ‘misunderstood’ the 
claim forms, even though 
she had been given assis¬ 
tance on at least one of the 
two occasions. She denied 
the charges. 


Slang ban 
for pupils 
is backed 
by Austin 

A SCHOOL’S controversial 
new policy on banning Black 
Country slang words from 
the classroom has been 
backed by an MR 

Colley Lane Primary 
School in Halesowen has 
sparked debate because of 
the ban, which has been 
introduced in a bid to raise 
standards of English for 
pupils. 

Headteacher John White 
said he hoped the move 
would help children in their 
studies and future careers. 
Pupils are now banned from 
using phrases such as 
‘gonna’, ‘woz’ or ‘it wor me’. 
The policy has been backed 
by Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin. 

He said: “I am from the 
Black County and am very 
proud of the place I am from 
and my accent. 

“But in the modern world 
when the job most young¬ 
sters get depends on their 
education, learning to 
present yourself properly is 
just as important as learning 
maths and English.” 

But he insisted that he 
loves the regional accent, 
adding: “I have never 
changed my accent, I went to 
Russells Hall Primary and 
then, what is now, Castle 
High School.” 


Questions 

Prosecuting solicitor Mrs 
Dawn Cartwright said: “The 
forms ask specific questions 
about income. 

“Mrs Sheehy is a lady who 
is familiar with the benefit 
system, she’s claimed 
benefit for a number of 
years, she knows it is means 
tested and knows about the 
forms involved. 

Asked by her defence 
solicitor Mr Devon Small she 
said on the form there was 
no other pension or income. 
“The only thing I can think 
is that I made a mistake, *' 
she said. 

“I hadn’t earned anything 
since 1968, since I got 
married, so that was the only 
reason why I put ‘no’.” 

But magistrates found 
her guilty of two charges of 
dishonestly making a false 
statement to obtain a ben¬ 
efit and she faces sentence at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on December 11.

HE HAD just finished chipping 
seven bags of potatoes and 
cutting up two tons of fish 
ready to open the doors of his 
chippy. 

But then father-of-two Sukvin¬ 
der Taggar realised the shop’s gas 
meter had been stolen - and he’s 
now counting the cost of the raid. 

Thieves made off with the gas meter 
from outside Oh My Cod fish and chip 
shop in Tipton. 

Mr Taggar, who owns the shop on 
Park Lane West and is preparing for his 
third child in days, had to throw all of 
his produce into the bin because he 


always cooks food from fresh. He was 
forced to close his store for three days 
last week, but thankfully is now back in 
business. 

The 36-year-old, who lives in Wolver¬ 
hampton, added: “We had to shut the 
store. We’re hoping to get one as soon as 
possible. It’s the last thing we need at 
the moment.We probably lost hundreds 
of pounds in that one day alone. 

“It’s the first time I’ve known 
anyone do anything like this to us. 

“According to National Grid, gas 
meters are stolen to order by people 
who put them in place of their own 
meters and then when someone comes 
to read the meter, they just put the old 
one back on again and get a small bill. 


“The stolen meter is probably worth 
thousands of pounds to the person who 
uses it but the person who stole it won’t 
have sold it for much. 

“I’d have happily have given the 
thieves whatever they were paid, just to 
avoid this.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Brigg Ford confirmed officers believed 
the gas meter outside the chip shop was 
stolen between 9.30pm last Tuesday 
and some time on Wednesday morning. 

He said there were no clues to the 
culprits as it was not known how they 
made off from the location and there 
were no witnesses or CCTV footage.

Albion kitman Dave Matthews’ 
dream has been fulfilled, 
thanks to his wife and family.

DAVE and Carol Matthews 
always remembered their first 
date. 

But then the 1968 FA Cup Final was a 
difficult day to forget. 

The couple were later married for 
almost 42 years before the much-loved 
West Bromwich Albion kitman’s death in 
April left his family, friends and an entire 
club in shock. 

And it all began with a day out at 
Wembley 45 years ago when the then 
Carol Ewen was persuaded to accompany 
her future husband to one of the Baggies’ 
most famous games. 

“I used to work at a chemist called Ban¬ 
nister and Thatcher, over the road from 
the old Express & Star office in West 
Bromwich,” recalled Carol, who lastweek 
took delivery of Dave’s autobiography, 
Mr Albion - completed by his family in his 
honour. 

“The club used to use our chemist for a 
lot of bandages, antibiotics and other 
things that players might need. 

Dedicated 

“That’s how we met but our first date 
was the FA Cup Final in 1968. 

“We went down on the official train and 
we were supposed to be staying at one of 
the lads’ aunts, but she wanted us in by 
10pm and, after just winning the Cup, we 
didn’t want that. So after having a drink 
and a meal in London, we slept in St 
James’s Park for the night and came back 
the next day!” 

Three years later the couple were 
married and they stayed together until 
this year, when Dave’s shock death at 
home in Halesowen left family and 
friends distraught and the future of his 
long-mooted autobiography in doubt. 

The 67-year-old had committed three 
quarters of his life to print alongside free¬ 
lance journalist and ghost writer David 
Instone when a rare heart condition 
claimed his life. It left Carol and daugh¬ 


ters Alison and Clare to decide whether 
they should complete his work. 

Eventually, they used diaries, tapes 
and family memories to fill in the blanks 
and finish the story of a life dedicated to 
the Baggies from the age of 16, when he 
applied for a job as a groundsman and 
instead wound up in the kit room. 

Carol believes there was never a 
serious doubt that the book, which is 
now in shops, would be published in 
honour of the man dubbed ‘Mr Albion’ 
by Baggies legend Cyrille Regis. “We 
thought it would be a lasting tribute to 


him if we could finish it,” she said. 

“I spoke to the girls and they decided 
they would like to go on and finish it, 
and we never really said ‘no, that’s it’ or 
thought we didn’t want to go on. I knew 
it was Dave’s dream to have his book 
published. 

“There probably were stories that 
Dave would have known and hadn’t 
written down that could have gone in 
the book, but they were lost when he 
died. “David came over and talked to us 
and we tried to fill in as best we could. 

“For about 12 years the book was in 


Dave’s mind and he used to make notes 
in diaries and on tapes. Dave had passed 
on all of the diaries and tapes to David, 
and a lot of people were very good. 

“They went over to Ron Atkinson’s 
house, and when Tony Mowbray was 
down here with Middlesbrough to play 
one of the local teams, they met up with 
him. 

“It all came together in the end. The 
ex-players have been extremely kind and 
Ally Robertson did the foreword.” 

The loyalty that enabled the Matthews 
family to complete Dave’s book was the 
same loyalty that prompted one of the 
greatest ever turnouts for a Hawthorns 
dinner when he celebrated 50 years at 
the club in 2011. 

A who’s who of Albion players and 
managers from five decades converged 
on The Hawthorns to celebrate a barely 
believable half-a-century of service. 

Tragically, less than two years later, 
the cast would assemble again to pay 
their respects at his funeral. 

Enjoyed 

Yet Carol believes the memories of his 
special night two years ago stuck with 
Dave, first through his successful fight 
with non-Hodgkin lymphoma and into 
his all-too-brief retirement. 

“I think he was overwhelmed,” said 
Carol, aged 69. “He couldn’t believe that 
so many managers and players had given 
their time and made the effort to go 
along. 

“He always got on well with people. 
I’ve never heard anybody say a bad word 
about him. And we saw it at his funeral 
as well, with all the players that turned 
out for him. 

“It was the only job he ever had. He got 
a bit disillusioned with a couple of the 
managers and considered leaving but he 
always thought better of it. 

“I think he would have enjoyed the fin¬ 
ished book because there is humour in 
there. There is no ‘kiss and tell’ to it but 
there is a lot of gentle humour. I think he 
would have liked it.”

Jobs thief airs caution 
over unemployment fail 

SANDWELL’S jobs boss cau¬ 
tiously welcomed a drop in 
unemployment in light of new 
figures which showed job 
queues are shrinking in the 
borough. 

Latest figures showed that in 
Sandwell, the claimant count was 
down by 484 to 11,445, of 5.8 per 
cent of the working population. 

National unemployment has 
fallen to its lowest level in two- 
and-a-half years. 

The borough’s jobs and economy 
boss, Councillor Ian Jones said he 
hoped people who had benefit sanc¬ 
tions - where benefits are docked for 


those missing job centre appoint¬ 
ments - were not masking the true 
extent of unemployment. 

Councillor Jones said: “The 
council’s efforts to get people back into 
work are well established now and this 
is showing in the figures. 

Authenticity 

“Unfortunately, the authenticity of 
the figures needs to be considered 
because last week a national report 
said over 500,000 people were sanc¬ 
tioned last year which means you don’t 
count in the unemployment figures. 
Whilst we welcome improvement, we 
also need to know if this is a smoke and 
mirrors exercise by the Government 
but we know in Sandwell we are 


working to get people back into work 
through our own efforts.” 

Nationally unemployment was 
down by 48,000 between July and Sep¬ 
tember to 2.47 million - the lowest 
since the spring of 2011. 

In the West Midlands it was down 
15,000 to 257,000 over the three 
months, according to the Office for 
National Statistics. 

The number of people in work has 
reached a record high of almost 30 
million. 

Meanwhile the number of people 
claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance was 
cut for the 12th month in a row in 
October, down by 41,700 to 1.31 
million, the lowest for almost five 
years.

£370m superhospital 
scheme on track, vow 

HEALTH chiefs in Sandwell 
say their plans for a £370 
million superhospital remain 
on track, with construction 
just three years away. 

The 670-bed Midland Metropol¬ 
itan Hospital scheme has been 
drawn up by Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals trust for 
land in Smethwick. 

But they have been hit by delays, 
prompting officials to apply to extend 
planning permission for the scheme 
and work is still not due to begin until 
2016. 

However bosses at the trust which 
runs Sandwell, Rowley Regis and City 
hospitals, remain committed to the 
project and say until it finally gets off 
the ground they will be expanding 
services for patients. 

The development is earmarked for 
Grove Lane and will replace Sandwell 
Hospital in West Bromwich and City 
Hospital, in Winson Green. 

Acquisitions 

All of the current properties on the 
site have now been bought, either 
through their owners deciding to sell 
up after hearing of the scheme, or 
through health chiefs’ use of Compul¬ 
sory Purchase Orders. 

And bosses insist the scheme is 
moving forward. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of the 
trust, said: “We continue to progress 
discussions about the potential new 
hospital. If all necessary external per¬ 
missions are obtained this financial 
year, then construction would com¬ 
mence in 2016. All properties on the 
Grove Lane site have been acquired by 
CPO and voluntary acquisition.”

Veteran who suffered PoW 
brutality made most of life 


HE WAS detained in one of 
the most infamous Japanese 
prisoner of war camps for 
almost five years, and sub¬ 
jected to brutal treatment, 
forced labour, food shortages 
and sickness. 

But despite leaving the camp 
close to death, war hero from West 
Bromwich Theodore Green went 
on to live a long and happy life, 
with a large family and long career. 

Tributes have now been paid to the 
veteran, who has died at the age of 90. 

Mr Green joined the territorial army 
at the age of 17, but within weeks he 
had signed up to the regular army after 
the outbreak of the Second World War. 

He along with his brothers left the 
family home to do their duty and all

caught the train to Hednesford to join 
up. He became a private in the 14 
Section Royal Army Ordnance Corps 
attached to the South Staffordshire 
Regiment in munitions, and within 
months was sent to Singapore in the 
Far East. 

Captured 

But after bing there only a matter of 
months the section was soon in trouble 
and whilst waiting for back-up from 
the allies, the Japanese invaded. 

The help didn’t reach them in time 
and Mr Green was captured outside 
the Raffle Hotel, Singapore in 1940. 

Mr Green was first taken to Changi 
jail in the eastern part of Singapore, 
before being transported to the Batu 
Lintang camp in Kuching, Sarawak in 


Borneo, a 50-acre site with a maximum 
of 3,000 prisoners. 

His son David Green, aged 66, from 
Compton said his father spent his 18th 
birthday at the camp, and only 
managed to get one note home. 

The camp was eventually liberated 
on September 11 1945, but Mr Green 
did not leave until September 28, 
having to be carried out and weighing 
just four stone. 

Mr Green didn’t return home to 
Wolverhampton until 1946, and for 
years afterwards would have bad bouts 
of malaria. 

His son said: “I am extremely proud 
of him. 

“To think what he endured, it must 
have been awful. But to get well and 
carry on makes me proud. He protected 
us all from it, which I’m very grateful 
for.” 

He added: “He didn’t really talk at 


all about his time at the camp. I’m not 
sure what he went through but it must 
have been terrible. 

“Reading about the camp now is 
very emotional.” 

Mr Green married his wife Joyce in 
1947 and the couple, who lived in Tet- 
tenhall Wood, Wolverhampton, had 10 
children, who had 12 grandchildren 
and nine great-grandchildren. 

After the war he became a painter 
and decorator and long distance lorry 
driver. He then spent 21 years as an 
ambulance driver. He was also a keen 
artist. He spent his last year at Alder- 
grove Manor Care Home on Penn 
Road, and died on October 15 at New 
Cross Hospital after a long illness. 

His son added: “He was a very hard 
worker, and always looked after his 
family. He was always good natured 
and pleasant.”

WITH a covering of interlocking circles 
on its exterior it could almost be a mini¬ 
version of the new iconic Birmingham 
Library. 

But this intends to be a landmark in its 
own right - in the shape of a new community 
centre in a town at the heart of a £42 million 
regeneration scheme. Plans are in the 
pipeline to demolish the existing 
Bangladeshi Islamic Centre in Smethwick 
and replace it with the new modern Brindley 
Village Community Centre. 

A planning application outlining the 
scheme has been submitted to Sandwell 
Council. This artist’s impression shows 
what the building would look like, while 
planning documents state that the new 
centre will be ‘easy to access, welcoming and 


beautiful’. The centre is based on Lewisham 
Road and includes religious facilities as well 
as a cafe and ICT area. 

A report to borough planners states that 
the centre sits on the northern boundary of 
the new Brindley Village II development. 

It adds: “The site has been highlighted on 
the overall masterplan as a key gateway to 
this area of regeneration and new housing.” 

It adds the site is an ‘important focal point 
at the entrance to the development, and that 
the site is a key opportunity for a major land¬ 
mark building’. Work has already started on 
the Brindley II scheme which will see 193 
homes being built. 

Contractors have started reclamation 
works and highways works which are due to 
be completed by mid 2014, after which 
developers will move in to build the homes.

Denise kicks in to help 
unveil new judo centre

OLYMPIC gold medallist Denise 
Lewis unveiled a new £1 million 
judo Centre of Excellence in 
Walsall, hailing the development 
as a ‘massive boost’ to the sport 
in this country. 

The facility at the University of 
Wolverhampton’s Walsall campus on 
Gorway Road features a 1,000 sq ft 
dojo, a state of the art gymnasium and 
accommodation for 28 athletes. 


It was funded by the university, who 
donated the former sports hall and a 
lecture theatre and also paid for reno¬ 
vation works. 

Denise, who bagged gold in the hep¬ 
tathlon at the 2000 Sydney Olympics, 
said the new facilities could provide the 
key to unearthing the region’s first 
Olympic judo champion. “There are so 
many factors that come into play when 
it comes to winning a gold medal at the 
Olympics,” she said. “Of course the 


talent has to be there but you can’t get 
to the top on ability alone.” 

Denise, who was born in West 
Bromwich and grew up in Wolver¬ 
hampton, said her own rise to glory 
came after a change of routine in the 
wake of her bronze medal at the 
Atlanta Olympics in 1996. After 
Atlanta I knew I had to change things 
around. I started living and training 
under the same roof which helped me 
to have a more professional outlook.”

Grandfather 
stole £200 
pension cash 
off man, 91 


GRANDFATHER Clive Richards was in the 
Black Country visiting his family but took the 
opportunity to make a quick buck, and swiped 
£200 from a 91-year-old who was collecting 
his pension. ■ By Simon Stone 


Richards has now been 
jailed for the theft. The 43- 
year-old had been in the 
region to visit his grandchil¬ 
dren when he preyed on the 
victim in a post office in 
Oldbury. 

One of Richards’ grand¬ 
children sat in a pushchair 
as he committed the theft 
that left the pensioner 
needing hospital treatment. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told Richards dis¬ 
tracted his victim by telling 
him he’d drop something on 
the floor and then reached 
around to grab the cash out 
his hand. 

As the elderly man tried to 
prevent the crook getting 
away he fell to the ground, 
later needed hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

Ms Rhiannon Jones, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court: “The 
victim in this case has gone 
to collect his pension and has 
then checked the notes at a 
side counter. 


“The defendant had been 
behind him in a queue and 
had attempted to withdraw 
£20 out of his account but 
was told he couldn’t as he 
had insufficient funds.” 

The theft took place just 
before 9am on June 17 but it 
was some time later when 
Richards was arrested in 
Bristol. 

When interviewed by 
police he made no comment 
interview. A statement was 
read out in court where the 
victim said he wouldn’t let 
Richards’ actions have a 
‘negative effect on his life. 

Mr Daniel White, defend¬ 
ing, said: “Mr Richards is 
utterly ashamed of himself 
for what he did. He wasn’t 
aware how old the victim 
was he knew he was elderly 
but not to that extent.” 

Richards, of Harrington 
Lane, Exeter, pleaded guilty 
to theft. Judge Walsh sen¬ 
tenced him to 20 months.

NOW is a good time to dig 
over vacant areas of veg¬ 
etable plots on clay soil, as 
the cold weather will help to 
improve its structure by 
breaking down large clumps 
into crumbly particles. 

Light, sandy soils are best left until 
spring, but you can help improve soil 
structure by putting a thick layer of 
organic matter over the soil now. 

Thoroughly dig over any bare areas 
of soil, incorporate plenty of well- 
rotted organic matter, such as Leving- 
ton Organic Blend Soil Conditioner 
and, at the same time, remove any 
weeds. Winter digging not only helps 
improve soil structure, it also exposes 
soil pests to frost and bird predators. 

Once the soil has been dug over and 
any large clumps broken down, you can 
cover it with thick black polythene, 
weed control membrane or similar cov¬ 
erings. This will keep the soil in good 
condition until spring, when it will be 
easier to prepare for planting and 
sowing and keep weeds down. 

Clear away crops as they go over and 
put them on the compost heap or, if 
they are suffering from severe disease, 
dispose of them. Crop and other plant 
debris left lying around will become a 
home and breeding place for pests and 
diseases.

It’s time to get the secateurs busy, as 
there are plenty of pruning jobs to get 
on with. Start winter pruning estab¬ 
lished, free-standing apple and pear 
trees, not cordons, espaliers, pyramids 
or fans, which should be left until 



Get some well-rotted material into the soil to improve the texture 


summer. Pruning of all stone fruit 
must be left until spring or summer. 

Make sure you have a plan of attack 
and don’t just prune for the sake of it. 
You should be thinking about remov¬ 
ing the following: 

• The four Ds - any growth that is 
dead, dying, damaged or diseased (such 
as infected by canker). 

• Growth that is crossing from one 
side of the tree to the other, as this can 
reduce airflow and increase disease 
problems. 

• Any branches that are rubbing, as 
this can cause damage. 

• Any branches that are growing too 
low and any that are growing too tall. 

Currants and gooseberries can be 
pruned now. Start by thinning out very 
old, very thin and diseased growth. 


Prune red and white currants and 
gooseberries by cutting back main 
branches by half to three-quarters and 
sideshoots on these branches to one to 
three buds from their base. 

For blackcurrants, cut back up to 
one-third to a half of all the older 
branches to their base to give plenty of 
room for young, vigorous growth. 

Grape vines can be pruned now; 
major pruning at other times can lead 
to severe bleeding, which will weaken 
the vine and may even kill it. This 
year’s sideshoots should be hard 
pruned to one or two buds. 

Carefully rubbing off the old, loose 
bark of indoor grape vines can help 
deter overwintering pests. 

Topical tip: Cut down and remove the 
fruited canes of blackberries and hybrid 
berries and tie in new ones.

THE BAT is back but he’s not par¬ 
ticularly better In Batman Arkham 
Origins (16), third part of the 
Arkham series that has helped 
reinvent the Dark Knight for 
gamers. 

WB Montreal has taken over from 
London-based Rocksteady as the game 
developer and has done a steady reli¬ 
able job on the franchise rather than 
bringing any radical new aspects to the 
Batman saga. 

This is a prequel to Arkham Asylum with 
a five-years-younger Batman having to face 
down the world’s most deadly assassins after 
crime boss Black Mask puts a bounty on the 
head of the caped crusader. 

To complicate matters, Gotham has been 
hit by a big winter snow storm and the local 
police department are once again proving to 
be rather unhelpful to the vigilante super¬ 
hero. And another supervillain, The Riddler 
under his previous guise of Enigma, is pro¬ 
viding additional challenges. 

Gadgets 

But Batman’s handy array of gadgets 
mean there is a solution to every problem as 
our hero glides around Gotham using his 
cape and sometimes firing his Batclaw for a 
boost or his Batarang to take out enemies or 
open doors. New gizmos include a very 
handy Remote Claw for creating a zip wire 
between two fixed points, or to send enemies 
crashing into each other, and Shock Gloves 
to pack his punch with high voltage. Whilst 
most of the criminal goons are no match for 
our hero, Batman does have some increas¬ 
ingly gruelling encounters with such new 
villains as the hulking Enforcer. 

Batman achieves victory with a mix of 
stealth and violence and there is more 
emphasis here on his detective skills. As well 
as the X-ray-like vision that enables our hero 
to check out a room of assailants in advance 
and make a plan of action, there is a new 
ability here via the Batcomputer to review 
the scene of crime to explore various scenar¬ 
ios and hunt for clues. 

And when it comes to trading blows, the 
balletic Freeflow combat system is still stag¬ 
geringly good. 

In multiplayer mode, there are opportuni¬ 
ties to play as Batman or Robin or as one of 
The Joker or Bane’s gang. 

Overall, WB Montreal seem to have taken 
the ‘if it ain’t broke why fix it’ approach 
which explains why this game is good rather 
than great. 

The return of Batman was soon overshad¬ 
owed by the arrival of Call of Duty Ghosts 
(16), which got dedicated gamers queuing 
up to get their hands on the biggest game of 
the year

It certainly lives up to its hefty price tag 
with an all-action romp that switches from 
Los Angeles experiencing armageddon to a 
zero gravity battle on a space station within 
the first ten minutes. 

The new instalment is set in the near 
future where a united South America, 
called the Federation, launches a sneak 
attack on the USA by hi-jacking city-blast¬ 
ing space weapon Odin. Then we fast- 
forward a few years to a post-apocalypse 
vision of America where the remaining US 
troops are involved in a guerilla war against 
the Federation. 

It’s a far-fetched but absorbing story, ini¬ 
tially more character driven then previous 
CoDs. It looks fantastic and will easily 
absorb gamers for a whole day, at the least. 

New to multiplayer is the chance to forge 
your own highly customised cohort of troop¬ 
ers. You could hone your super-trooper for 
months or just dive into the gun-blazing 
action. Either way, you get plenty of bang 
for your buck.

Frantic farce as classic

Tartuffe, The Rep, 

Birmingham 

BRUMMIE actor Mark 
Williams comes home to star 
in this rollicking, up-dated 
version of Moliere’s 17th 
Century comedy. 

He actually doesn’t appear until half 
way through the first act but it is to the 
credit of an excellent ensemble cast 
that the audience does not get impa¬ 
tient for the Harry Potter and Father 
Brown actor. 

Williams plays the crumpled rogue 
Tartuffe, who has inveigled his way 
into a wealthy household by persuad¬ 


ing the master of the house Orgon that 
he is a pious Christian whilst actually 
lusting after Orgon’s wife Elmire, who 
then devises a plan to expose his 
hypocrisy. 

In the capable hands of director 
Roxana Silbert, this is turned into a 
topical fast-paced farce with lots of 
ribald humour, slapstick violence and 
local references from Lee Longlands to 
Wolverhampton. 

Panic 

On a set best described as ‘Solihull 
baroque’, Paul Hunter gives a master¬ 
class in frenetic physical comedy when 
the blinkered Orgon realises he has 
been duped - his panic is a sight to 
behold. 


There are also fine performances 
from Ayesha Antoine, an absolute fire¬ 
cracker as mouthy maid Dorine; Janice 
Connolly ruling the roost as a barking 
mad grandmother; and Sian Brooke as 
the exasperated Elmire. 

But the calm centre of all this frantic 
foolery is Williams, who doesn’t waste 
a single gesture as the cunning fraud¬ 
ster. 

His comic performance is spot on 
and, like his victims, the audience ends 
up charmed by the scruffy scoundrel. 

If you enjoyed One Man Two 
Guvnors, you will love this. 

Tartuffe continues at The Rep until 
Saturday, November 16.

THERE is nothing subtle about Irish band 
The Wolfe Tones, they may have been 
around for 50 years but their rebel rousing, 
political edge and anti-English establish¬ 
ment sentiment has not dulled in the least. 

This is their last tour and it could well be 
a good move as there is now an anachronis¬ 
tic quality to their hit-you-between-the-eyes 
style and jingoism. This is not to say the 
wrongdoings of the British Government in 
Ireland can be forgotten but there comes a 
time to move on; to start the healing process 
rather than keep the wounds raw. 

There was an atmosphere more akin to a 
football match with Brian Warfield doing his 
best to whip up the patriotic fervour. They 
opened with the politically-charged Sunday 


Bloody Sunday, lyrics by John Lennon, with 
Warfield on banjo, Tommy Byrne on guitar 
and vocals and Noel Nagle on tin whistle. 
The audience in the Cross Street North club 
seemed to be in two factions those who were 
there to listen to the music of an Irish band 
and those who wanted to show their fervent 
patriotic feelings through terrace style 
chanting and singing. This is not to say it 
was aggressive or intimidating. 

Warfield preceded most songs with some 
kind of political comment and continued to 
try and stoke a rebel rousing atmosphere 
with songs such as God Save Ireland. The 
concert went on past midnight finally ending 
with the Irish national anthem and had 
lasted best part of two hours, so you can’t say 
the Tones don’t give value for money.

But Bugg has not aban¬ 
doned his acoustic style. 
Ballad A Song About Love, 
also from the new album, 
was passionately delivered 
whilst Slumville Sunrise has

The Tardis welcomes 
back a former Tennant 


I t’s here at last, the moment all 
Doctor Who fans have been 
waiting for... At 5.15pm on 
November 23, 1963, a TV legend 
was born, but in rather inauspicious 
circumstances. 

The broadcast took place a day 
after the assassination of US 
President John F Kennedy, and as a 
result, nobody was really paying that 
much attention to the arrival on 
British screens of a white-haired old 
gent who claimed he could travel 
through space and time in a police 
box that was bigger on the inside 
than it was on the outside. 

But, just a few weeks later, it was 
regarded as a phenomenon thanks 
to the debut appearance of the 
Daleks - and it’s been much-loved 
by millions ever since. 

Now the sci-fi classic is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary, and current 
showrunner Steven Moffat is as 
excited as anybody about this 
special episode, which will also be 
broadcast and shown in cinemas in 
3D. 


remarkable enough to me,” he 
reveals. “But writing the 50th special 
was exciting and terrifying - 
everything that showbiz should be. 

“I didn’t want this to just be a 
celebration of 50 years of the past. I 
wanted it to be a celebration of the 
mythology and legend of the Doctor 
and all that entailed. 

‘This should be the first step on 
the next journey, guaranteeing the 
100th anniversary. The story focuses 
on the most important thing that 
ever happened to the Doctor. We 
very rarely do that in Doctor Who as 
it’s usually about the people the 
Doctor meets or the companions 
that travel with him. This time it’s 
different.” 

How different we’re just not sure - 
Moffat is frankly brilliant at keeping 
the plots of Who stories top secret, 
even if it means telling a few little 
white lies along the way. 

What we do know is that David 
Tennant is returning to the Tardis 
alongside Matt Smith, and they’ll be 
joined by John Hurt as an 
incarnation of the Time Lord that the 
Doctor himself would rather forget. 


Billie Piper is also back as Rose 
Tyler, and those who love Tom 
Baker’s era will be thrilled about an 
appearance by the Zygons, shape- 
shifting aliens who haven’t been 
seen since 1976. 

“With John Hurt we have serious 
acting royalty and that was the intent 
of John’s character,” explains Moffat. 
“John is one of the most 
distinguished actors this country has 
produced and has now become part 
of Doctor Who mythology. 

“The Zygons, without question, are 
a design classic. They are superb - 
brilliant from the voice, to the 
appearance. Essentially, we’ve 
resurrected exactly the same Zygon 
as Tom Baker fought back. They are 
beautiful, and it’ll show that the 
special looks forward to the future of 
Doctor Who and also celebrates the 
legend.” 

We’re guessing a few more people 
will be tuning in to this episode than 
did so in 1963 - and anybody who 
misses it will feel as alien as a 
Cyberman when it comes to Monday 
morning’s school and work 
discussions!

Aston Martin is offering a ton of delight 



IT’S party time at Aston Martin. 
Their centenary year has been a glo¬ 
rious celebration of machinery new 
and old, and it’s been a very satisfy¬ 
ing experience to see just how far 
the marque has come, especially 
over the last decade. 

The CC100 concept is quite something, but 
you can’t buy the concept in your local dealer. 
The Vantage V12 S, however, is a different 
story. 

The Vantage is Aston Martin’s entry model - 
if you can call it that - and in its V8 guise, it’s a 
gusty yet comfortable sports car. However, in 
2009 the company’s CEO Dr Ulrich Bez 
decreed that Aston’s smallest car should be the 
recipient of its biggest engine; the 6.0-litre VI2. 

This automotive alchemy required a great 
deal of work. Squeezing a 6.0-litre V12 engine 
into a space that was never designed to hold it 
creates a few issues, but in achieving it they 
created a 21st century muscle car. And it was 
brilliant. 

The V12 S is that little bit extra too. Right 
out of the box, it is second only to the outra¬ 
geous £1 million One-77 hypercar in terms of 
acceleration; the Vantage V12 S can crack 
60mph from rest in 3.7 seconds. 

It’s helped by the engine; a new V12 that first 
appeared in the Vanquish but has now been 
inserted into the smaller and lighter Vantage. 
While the old car did rather well with 510bhp

the new one offers 565bhp which, by any 
stretch of the imagination, is a lot. It looks like 
no other Aston Martin either. The V12 Vantage 
looked pretty tough thanks to an extended 
bodykit and many much-needed vents in the 
bonnet, but the V12 S is a different animal. 

It looks barely capable of containing the 
muscle within, like a bodybuilder crammed 
into a shirt three sizes too small. As you walk 
up to it and climb inside, it looks a lot like its 
GT4 racing siblings. 

Climb inside through the clever upswinging 
‘swan wing’ doors and you sit low and snug. 
The standard sports seats are good but the 
optional bucket items offer top-drawer support 
and save a few pounds in weight too. Slot the 
sapphire glass key into the slot and the V12 S 
whirrs and snarls into life. 

In standard mode the exhaust runs through 
a hefty silencer, which keeps the noise civilised. 
Punch the Sport button and this is bypassed, 
giving full noise. You will want to do this as 
often as possible. 

Hit the D button on the dashboard and the 
Speedshift III automated manual transmission 
is ready to go. Newly developed for this instal¬ 
lation, Aston says it offers its fastest shifts and 
is lighter than the previous manual gearbox. 


The V12 S can do the urban crawl thing. The 
ride is firm, of course, but there’s new adaptive 
damping to help and it’s more than comfortable 
enough. The engine has so much torque you 
can be extremely lazy with the gears, or just let 
it do its own thing in automatic mode - be pre¬ 
pared for people to stop and stare. 

But don’t waste your time in town. Get the 
V12 S out into the country, to its natural play¬ 
ground of twisty and challenging B-roads, and 
the whole thing comes to life.For starters, the 
engine is magnificent. With the car in Sport 
mode and the transmission in manual you can 


really exploit its performance. It almost doesn’t 
matter what gear you’re in; the V12 S just 
blasts forwards, right around the rev counter 
with that spine-tingling soundtrack egging you 
on. 

Standard carbon ceramic brakes are reassur¬ 
ing to have when shedding high speeds, and the 
firm pedal action is a big help. The gear changes 
are undoubtedly rapid if not quite as smooth as 
a dual clutch transmission, but there’s rarely a 
moment when you think about anything other 
than what a spectacularly fun car it is to drive. 

With so much power going through the rear 


wheels it’s easy to think it would be a total 
hooligan, but traction is very good. Even with 
the dynamic stability control switched to Track 
mode it’s very rare that you have to correct a 
wayward rear end. It builds your confidence, 
butstill allows you to have fun. 

At this price and performance, the Vantage 
V12 S is fairly short on rivals. Germany offers 
a few, but it will only take one look at the Aston 
to know if it’s the car for you. And if it pushes 
your buttons with a glance, you can rest 
assured it is a complete thriller from behind the 
wheel too.

Wolves defend decision on cup tie date 



A few hardy souls show support 


WOLVES have defended their 
decision to play against Oldham as 
thousands of fans delivered a huge 
snub to the FA Cup. 

Just 4,226 - the club’s lowest 
home gate in the competition since 
1895 and 15,000 smaller than 
their league average - braved 
freezing temperatures to see the 2- 
1 first-round replay defeat to 
Oldham. 

On a night when England’s 
friendly against Germany was live 
on terrestrial television, Molineux 
attracted its smallest crowd in the 
competition for more than 118 
years, since 3,000 watched a first- 
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round replay against Darwen on 
February 6, 1895. It was Wolves’ 
lowest at home since September 
1992 - 3,091 for an Anglo-Italian 
Cup game against Peterborough - 
and the ground’s lowest in a 
domestic competition since 3,357 
attended a Fourth Division match 
against Aldershot on February 17, 
1987. 

The FA says prices are set by the 
home club for ties, but state 
admission cannot be less than £10 
for adults. 

Wolves charged £10 for adults 


and £5 for concessions last night, 
for what was the first of three 
home games in eight days with 
Brentford on Saturday and Tran- 
mere next Tuesday. 

For the first tie, Oldham 
charged £10 and £5 and the gate 
was 3,916. 

Chief executive Jez Moxey said: 
“The extra rest day ahead of two 
very important home games in 
four days against Brentford and 
Tranmere is of paramount impor¬ 
tance. This was one of those occa¬ 
sions, when as much as we all 
support England, our club, and 
most importantly the fitness and 


recovery time of our players, had 
to come first.” 

Head coach Kenny Jackett 
refused to blame the low crowd on 
the disappointing performance. 

“No I don’t think it was a 
factor,” he said. “We’d talked 
about it and knew how it was 
going to be. 

“It’s up to us to fill the place and 
to get through rounds of the cups 
and up the league ladder so the 
place is full. You need to bring the 
crowds back by winning.” 

Danny Philliskirk and Adam 
Rooney scored for Oldham before 
a late Leigh Griffiths consolation.

ANGRY Albion have written 
to the Premier League 
calling for a debate over 
penalty howlers - including 
the use of video technology 
to correct mistakes. 

Sporting and technical

award by writing to the Premier 
League and Riley calling for a debate 
on improving decisions. 

The letter, which listed previous 
poor decisions against the Baggies 
this season, raised the possibility of 
extra video replays but Clarke said: 
“The purpose of the letter is to try to 
provoke discussion. It’s not neces¬ 
sarily just a discussion between us 
and the authorities but a discussion 
between everyone and the authori¬ 
ties to see if there is a way we can 
improve the game. If there is tech¬ 
nology that can be used to help ref¬ 


erees make difficult decisions, which 
is what they have to do, then let’s 
look at it and see what we can come 
up with. If we can improve it, good, 
if we can’t improve it then we’ll stick 
with what we’ve got. But let’s talk 
about it. 

“One of the points in the letter is 
to look at whether the punishment 
for going down easily is sufficient. 
It’s a difficult one and the purpose of 
this letter is provoke discussion. We 
haven’t heard anything back yet but 
we’re trying to arrange a meeting 
with the Premier League and Mike. ”
